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ART  AS  APPLIED  TO  MEDICINE  is  an  advanced  program  which 
is  offered  to  qualified  artists.  It  leads  to  a Bachelor  of  Science 
(Art  as  Applied  to  Medicine).  Applicants  must  show  good  stand- 
ing in  both  the  scholastic  and  the  art  subjects  of  the  courses  they 
have  taken.  Their  vocation  should  be  illustration  and  communica- 
tion rather  than  fine  art  such  as  easel  painting  and  criticism. 

Medical  illustration  is  used  to  explain  and  to  teach  both  medical 
and  lay  audiences  those  aspects  of  medical  subjects  that  are  most 
clearly  demonstrated  pictorially;  to  disseminate  medical  informa- 
tion in  the  interest  of  public  health,  and  to  aid  scientific  investiga- 
tion as  a graphic  control  and  as  a record.  It  is  also  used  in 
commercial  advertising. 

The  more  familiar  artists  are  with  the  subject  they  illustrate,  the 
more  scope  their  imagination  will  have  in  devising  original,  com- 
prehensive and  meaningful  presentations.  Artists  can  only  illus- 
trate intelligently  that  which  they  understand. 

COUNSELLING 

The  AAM  Staff  conduct  an  active  vocational  guidance  program. 
Interested  persons  while  in  high  school  or  art  school  should  write 
first  for  information  and  then  phone  978-2658  for  an  appointment 
with  Professor  M.  Mackay.  Before  making  formal  application, 
whenever  possible,  they  should  fill  out  a pre-application  form 
and  submit  a tentative  portfolio  (for  which  slides  are  acceptable) 
with  a list  of  contents,  to  have  their  chance  of  success  assessed.

NOTE:  The  final  portfolio  must  be  available  for  review  on 
June  1st.  If  this  has  already  been  presented,  a set  of 
slides  or  prints  of  its  content  may  be  substituted. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

1.  A comprehensive  portfolio,  chiefly  of  original  examples  and 
desirably  with  some  reproductions  of  the  applicant's  work  must 
be  submitted.  Include  a list  of  contents.  The  quality  of  the  port- 
folio is  the  deciding  factor  when  the  applicant  has  satisfied  other 
admission  requirements. 

2.  A recommendation  from  the  secondary  school  last  attended 
regarding  probable  success  in  university  studies  and  a complete 
academic  report  for  the  last  three  years  of  secondary  school. 

3.  Complete  academic  Grade  13  including  English  and  Biology, 
mandatory.  Grade  13  Chemistry  and  Grade  12  Art,  strongly 
recommended. 


4.  AAM  123  — Arts  & Science  option  is  a requirement  to  gra- 
duate. Candidates  are  strongly  advised  to  satisfy  this  require- 
ment before  entering  the  program.  This  course  or  an  equivalent, 
taken  for  course  exemption,  must  be  approved  by  the  AAM 
Admissions  Committee. 

5.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  or  other  course  in  first  aid  is  strongly 
recommended. 

6.  Recommended  reading:  "Medical  Terminology  — A Pro- 
grammed Text"  by  G.L.  Smith  and  P.E.  Davis,  published  by  John 
Whiley  and  Sons,  3rd  Edition,  1976  or  a similar  textbook. 

7.  A minimum  of  two  and  a half  years  of  formal  studio  courses, 
in  Art.  This  training  should  follow  high  school,  should  emphasize 
illustration  and  should  include  many  of  the  following  subjects: 

Figure  Drawing:  From  life  (mandatory):  portrait  and  costume. 

Graphic  Design,  Composition  and  Layout,  (mandatory) 

Illustration:  Narrative  and  descriptive  drawing:  art  for  reproduc- 
tion: water  colour  and  pen  and  ink  techniques,  (mandatory ) 

Hand  Lettering  and  Typography. 

Sculpture:  three-dimensional  and j or  space  design. 

The  following  subjects  are  also  highly  recommended: 

Art  History  and  Museum  Studies. 

Theory  of  Colour:  An  understanding  of  the  M unsell  or  the  Ostwald 
colour  system. 

Theory  of  Perspective,  Shades  and  Shadows 
Mechanical  Drawing  and  Mechanical  Lettering. 

Methods  of  Reproduction:  Both  Fine  Art  and  Photographic. 
Television,  Film  Production  and  Animation. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION  FOR  STUDENTS 

The  final  dates  for  instalment  payments  and  rules  regarding  late 
registration,  equivalent  certificate  and  supplemental  examination 
fees  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  professional  medical  course. 
See  relevant  section  In  current  Medical  Course  Calendar,  which 
will  be  Issued  to  students  on  acceptance  into  the  B.Sc.  AAM 
program,  for  this  and  other  general  information  which  applies  to 
all  students  enrolled  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 


ASSESSMENT  REGULATIONS  AND  PROCEDURES 


In  principle  these  are  the  same  for  AAM  students  as  for  regular 
medical  students  as  described  In  the  current  Medical  Course 
Calendar  and  are  interpreted  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  fit  the 
circumstances  of  the  AAM  program.  At  the  time  of  candidates 
acceptance,  they  will  be  notified  of  specific  modifications,  ap- 
proved by  Faculty  Council. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  PROGRAM  (Three  Years) 

Academic  sessions  are  approximately  35  weeks.  Classes  begin,  fol- 
lowing enrolment,  on  the  Tuesday  after  Labour  Day. 

All  100,  200  and  300  courses  listed  are  Program  requirements. 

Students  write  the  same  examination  as,  or  comparable  to,  the 
medical  or  other  health  sciences  students'  in  the  subjects  they 
study  jointly  with  them.  The  emphasis  of  the  AAM  students' 
training  is  on  the  graphic  presentation  of  the  subjects  studied. 

Applied  Art  Is  taught  in  studio  classes  supported  by  lecture, 
seminar,  hospital  clinic  and  Operating  Room  sessions.  The  type 
and  scheduling  of  specific  projects  In  applied  art  may  vary  from 
year  to  year  or  student  to  student. 

The  advantages  and  the  constraints  set  on  an  artist's  work,  by 
the  various  methods  of  reproduction  and  by  audio-visual  media, 
are  studied  in  all  three  years. 

AAM-101  Applied  Art/ Introduction:  (A)  Principles  and  tech- 
niques of  medical  illustration  are  introduced  through 
a number  of  problems  requiring  original  solutions  and 
choice  of  appropriate  art  media. 

(B)  Documentation:  Surgical  instruments  and  proce- 
dures are  demonstrated  in  the  Laboratory  of  Animal 
Sciences  where  students  also  observe  the  appearance 
of  living  tissues,  and  make  notes  which  they  later 
organize  for  permanent  reference. 

(C)  Surgery:  The  students  are  introduced  to  the 
routine  of  the  hospital  O.R.  Notes  and  quick  sketches 
made  in  the  O.R.  are  developed  during  studio  ses- 
sions into  final  renderings  in  various  art  media. 

(D)  Statistics:  various  graphic  forms  used  in  the  presen- 
tation of  statistical  data  are  studied.

Applied  Art /Intermediate:  The  scope  and  the  nature 
of  scientific  illustration  are  demonstrated  through 
projects  designed  to  develop  the  students'  ability  to 
solve  open  ended  problems,  which  are  inherent  in  the 
illustration  of  scientific  subjects.  Students  also  have 
an  opportunity  to  work  in  depth  to  develop  an  under- 
standing of  the  viewpoint  of  medical  scientists.  They 
may  work  independently  or  in  collaboration  with 
others. 

Histology:  For  description  see  M.D.  Curriculum  Direc- 
tory Course  ANA  122F,  Year  1,  Term  1. 

Nervous  System:  For  description  see  Department  of 
Rehabilitation  Medicine  Calendar  ANA  210Y,  section 
basic  Neuroanatomy.  Students  making  honour  marks 
may  arrange  to  write  medical  course  ANA  123S. 

Pathology:  For  description  see  Faculty  of  Dentistry 
Calendar  Professional  Course,  2nd  year.  General 
Pathology. 

Applied  Art/ Advanced:  Performance  of  a professional 
calibre  is  expected.  The  students'  projects  relate  to 
subjects  such  as  (1 ) Surgical  operations  and  hospital 
clinics:  (a)  Radiology:  analytical  visuals  are  made  of 
normal  X-rays;  (b)  Otology:  studies  are  made  of  the 
anatomy  of  the  ear  as  seen  through  an  otoscope; 
(c)  Moulage  and  prostheses:  students  attend  a work- 
shop in  a prosthetist's  studio. 

(2)  The  Anatomy  of  the  child:  material  for  future 
reference  is  collected  from  a variety  of  sources. 
Personal  options  in  choice  of  assignments  and  applied 
art  techniques  increase  throughout  the  program. 

Applied  Art /Ophthalmology:  A special  course  to 
study  intra-ocular  and  extra-ocular  tissues  Is  offered 
in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Ophthalmol- 
ogy. Each  student  paints  in  colour  one  normal 
fundus.  The  use  of  the  slit  lamp,  the  direct  and  the 
Indirect  ophthalmoscope,  is  demonstrated  In  hospital 
clinics. 

Physiology:  For  description  see  Calendar  of  Depart- 
ment of  Rehabilitation  Medicine,  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
course  210. 


AAM-321  Anatomy,  Oral:  For  description  see  Faculty  of  Den- 
tistry Calendar;  professional  course,  1st  year. 

AAM-109  Photography:  Principles  rather  than  technical  opera- 
209  tions,  relating  to  colour,  prisms,  lenses,  films,  cam- 
309  eras,  etc.,  are  emphasized.  Applied  photography 
dealing  with  the  reproduction  of  art  work  for  pub- 
lication, television,  as  well  as  effective  visual  aids,  is 
stressed  to  demonstrate  the  restraints  on  the  artist 
imposed  by  various  media  (offered  over  three  years). 
Seminar  and,  in  3rd  year,  laboratory  classes. 


AAM-401  Applied  Art/ Optional:  A course  of  applied  art  projects 
selected  or  designed  for  the  individual  student.  The 
schedule  is  flexible  to  ensure  that  individuals,  who 
have  been  allowed  exemptions,  may  be  able  to  fill 
time-table  gaps. 

NOTE:  Similar  courses  of  equivalent  difficulty  may  be 
substituted  for  any  course  listed.
